NEW YORK, July 17.—The fight to 


bar cholera from the Port of New 
York continued today with a Federal 
expert helping the jocal Health Depart- 
ment. The 248 persons who arrived here 
two weeks ago on the steamer Moltke, 
and are still under observation, will un- 
dergo bacteriological examinations and 


a more rigid quarantine will be en- 


forced at Swinburne Island, where 15 
cases of the disease are confined, with 
four others unter suspicion. 


Another Cholera Death. 

Another death from cholera occurred 
at the Swinburne Island Hospital dur- 
ing the night, making the total six. The 
latest victim is Francis Farander, aged 
14. The quarantine officers said today 
that conditions at Hoffman Island were 
satisfactory. The steamer Rerugia from 
the Mediterranean is sti)]] at anchor in 
quarantine while her passengers are un- 
der observance. 

Tese cases, with the deaths that 
have occurred since the Moltke brought 
the germ here from Naples, show the 
reality of the danger the city is con- 
fronted from the epidemic now raging 
in Svuthern Europe. 

Germ Received Through Mouth. 

While nothing even approaching a 
panic exists here now, the situation is 
receiving greater attention, and Dr. 
Alvah H. Doty, health officer of the 
port, has felt called on to issue a reas- 
suring statement. 

Dr. Doty says that the cholera germ 
can be received in one way only, 
through the mouth, and that t re is 
no danger in ordinary contact with per- 
sons who have the disease. However, 
Charles Dushkins, counsel for the com- 
plainants at the investigation of Dr. 
Doty's official conduct, now in progress, 
declares his belief that the cholera pa- 
tients now in the hospital caught the 
disease. not on the steamer, but at the 
immigration station, where all the pas- 
sengers were detained after landing. 

Cholera Carriers Dangerous, 

The danver, or rather the understand- 
ing of it, is further increased by the 
comparatively recent medical knowledge 
of “cholera carriers.” 

These persous, Dr. 
transmit the germs, though themselves 
absolutely free from their ill-effects, 
and be as great a menace to others as 
a man dying from the disease.

Miss Byington de- 
clares that she cannot remember wheth- 
er she ever took any bonds, others than 
those accounted for, and if she did take 
them she says she cannot remember 
just what she did with them.

Joseph B. Stacy, Miss Byington’'s at- 
torney, says that property including 
jewels, diamonds, rugs, furniture and 
bonds to the amount of $98,000 have been 
returned. 

His defense for Miss Byington will be 
that she has had a mania for taking 
things all her life; that she suffers 
lapses of memory and that the bonds 
were taken during times when the wom- 
an suffered from the attack of the 
mania and when she was not responsi- 
ble for her acts.

DUBOIS, Pa., July 17.—The bodies of 
the 21 victims of the explosion in the

dence that they had stolen the jewelry, 
but were requested by the Postotfice_ 
authorities to rearrest them. Word came. ~ 
Monday that the men were again. under 
arrest. 

Indictments Here. “S 

Indictments are pending against both: 
Connors and Callahan in the Federal 
Court here. 

After the Bremen Postoffice robbery, 
Connors and Callahan went to Chicago 
and organized a gang to rob Alberti’s 
jewelry store. They entered his place 
at 10 a. m. April 2%. Five men were in 
the party of robbers. Three. of them. 
covered Alberti and his two clerks with 
revolvers, while two others took $6000 
worth of jewelry. 

While the robbers were in the store 
a drummer representing the Strauss 
& Strauss Jewelry Co. of Newark, N. J., 
entered to sell a bill of goods. He 
had $32,000 worth of diamonds rings th 
his grip. The robbers forced him to 
give up the bag of jewelrv. he 

‘Tivice Captured, 

They had an automobile stsinatag in 
front of the jewelry store, and as soon 
as they finished the tob they got ‘nto 
that and drove away. Three of them 
were subsequently captured. 

They confessed that the robbery was 
planned by Connors and Callahan. The _ 
Secret Service Department of the Gov- | 
ernment, the Pinkerton Agency and the 
detective forces of many cities have 
been on the lookout for Connors and 
Callahan for months. 

The jewelry they were trying to dis- 
pose of in London bore the trade mark 
of the Newark firm. 

Aids in Local Robbery Caught. 

The Federal authorities will make an 
effort to have the two robbers brought 
back to St. Lonis for trial. They are 
also wanted in Chicago. Two men who 
aided jin the robbery of the Bremen 
Postoffice also were caught in St. Louis 
and confessed to the postoffice inspec- 
tors. 

The police say that in both 8t. Louis 
and Chicago there is an abundance of 
evidence against the robbers, 


POSTAL BANK HERE 
WITHIN TWO WEEKS 


Depository Will Be Opened Aug. 
1 for Receipt of Savings at 
General Postoffice. 


The St. Louis postoffice will go 
into the banking business Aug. 1, 
when a postal savings depository will 
be established here, and the recely- 
ing of deposits will begin. 

St. Louis thus gets its postal sav- 
ings bank &@s froon as any large city, 
and ahead of all except New York, 
Chicago and Boston. These banks 
have hitherto been tried in second- 
class postoffices, and in only a smell 
number of these, but the test has 
been satisfactory and has shown that 
a demand exists “-r them, cepectay 
among the poor , song, 

It is expected that persons of Euro- 
pean nationalities who have been in 
this country but a short time will 
form c large part of the depositora. 
These people have been accustomed 
to government banks in their own 
countries, and their purchases of 
money orders, hitherto the neare-t 
approach to a postal bank system. 
here, have been enormous in the ag- 
gregate. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock, ac- 
cording to an Associated Press d‘s- 
patch, selected St. Louis as one of the 
four cities to have the first postal 
banks, because of the large European- 
born population here.

Sometimes it is necessary to work 
over a person for hours but results 
are almost certain to be favorable 
if the proper course is followed im- 
mediately after he is taken from the 
water.

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JUDGE LENIENT 
10 SOLDIER WhO 
ROBBED MAILS 


Gives Man With Army Record 
Only Two Years in 
Prison. 





Because he served three years as a 
soldier the Philippines, Edgar F. 
Fahnestock will have to serve only two 
the Federal penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kan., for stealing about 
$1000 from registered letters in the St. 
Louis Pustoffice. 

After Fahnestock entered a plea of 
guilty Monday to the charge of rifling 
the mails, his attorney, Charles P. John- 
son, presented h.s military record to the 
court. 

*“‘As you bared your breast to bullets 
in defense of your country for three 
years,’’ Judge Dyer said in passing upon 
Fahnestock, ‘‘your country will now ex- 
act only two years more of your time 
as punishment for your crime.”’ 

The maximum penalty possible under 
the indictments was 20 years. 

Inspectors have been trying for four 
years to find out who was stealing mon- 
ey from registered letters. Inspectors 
Bunsen and Reuter, conceaied in tun- 
nels in the Postoffice, saw Fahnestock 
take a package of registered letters 
from his case and put them into his 
pocket. He was arrested while he had 
the letters.

Reports have reached the 
ears Of army heads here from time to 
time that conditions in the offices and 
civilian quarters of the vessels were 
far from proper.

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PRESIDENTIAL EMBARRASSMENTS 
The Senate will pass the bill revising ‘the wool 


schedule and the farmers’ free list bill. It will 
probably vote to revise the cotton schedule as 
well. Such action will be very embarrassing to 
President Taft. He has intimated that he will 
not approve revisionary measures until the Tar- 
iff Commission has reported on them. The Presi- 
dent is for no revision of the tariff that is not 
“scientific.” The Tariff Commission, he main- 
tains, is the orly medium through which science 
is to be injected into the tariff. 

The Tariff Commission has done nothing to 
prove its right to so much consideration. It con- 
tains no men among its members who, by special 
study, attainments or performances, have won 
the privilege of advising Congress or gained such 
renown as to warrant withholding great reform 
measures until their views and the results of 
their studies and investigations have become 
known. Mr. Taft himself tas said the wool sched- 
ule is indefensible. He is the authority who de- 
clared it was made in conformity with instruc- 
tions given by the wool growers of the West and 
the woolen manufacturers of the East. 

Must the evils of a schedule that is “inde- 
fensible,’ that was made by the parties inter- 
ested in behalf of privilege, be perpetuated until 
a Commission of unknown men can tell Congress 
what to do? At least Congress may be trusted 
to mitigate the evil. It requires no great ability 
to take the worst out of the wool schedule. Con- 
gress is ready to do it. The people demanded 
that it be done. 

As an aspirant for renominaticn and re-election 
the President will not profit by an attitude that 
is charged with inconsistencies. He asked no 
opinion of the Tariff Commission before approv- 
ing the reciprocity measure. Does he purpose 
having the rankest injustices in the tariff con- 
tinued in their indefensibleness until an absurd 
condition is complied with? 

Great embarrassments are scheduled for presi- 
dential consumption before Congress adjourns. 
The political future of Mr. Taft is largely in his 
own hands.

Single Tax Reasons. 
To-the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The voters of Missouri took the first step toward 
constructive reform in 1908 when they secured by 
their votes the power of initiative and referendum. 
Now it is proposed that that power be exercised 
to bring about another much-needed reform in the 
realm of taxation, the adoption of that system of 
taxation which alone rests upon a truly scientific 
basis, the system of the single tax. Taxation 
may be used not only to produce revenue by the 
broad and subtle power of its indirect effects; 
it may be made to inaugurate countless reforms 
in the economic life of our people. 

While the protective tariff has built up vast 
fortunes for the favored classes, the single tax, 
on the other hand, would bestow the, benefits of 
national prosperity, not upon a favored few, but 
upon the whole rank and file of the needy masses.

On every ground of right and wisdom 
its principle is perfect. The value of land being 
created by the community; who is more entitled 
to it than the community? The poorest laborer by 
his mere existence is adding to the aggregate of 
{ts valuation yet the speculator reaps all the 
benefits of its increase. Constantly increasing 
with the increase of population, it supplies a con- 
stant source of revenue responding to every 
fluctuation of national need.
